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GEN. J. 8. FULLERTON. 
The impression that the life had gone out of the 
gas investigation, appears to be somewhat errone- 
ous. On the contrary, the investization is getting 
its second wind, and the committee room promises 
to be the scene of something like a riot on Monday 
morning. Although a score or more of hitherto 
estimable citizens have already been smirched thus 
far, there is now a reasonable certainty that some 
half a hundred more will be so bedaubed that their 
respective mothers would never be able to sort 
them out of a pile. 
Gen. J. 8. Fullerton, one of the best known and 
most reputable citizens that ourcity boasts, has 
been losing a great deal of sleep and avoirdupois in 
the past few weeks in an endeavorto induce our 
municipal legislators to understand that the water 
gas bill was a thing of beanty which. if passed, 
would be a joy forever to the people. and in 80 do- 
ing he has represented the St. Louis syndicate 
which recently tock charge of the water gas corpse 
for the purpose of galvanizing it 
into life. 
Yesterday evening General Fullerton heard 
that the Post Dispatca was in possession 
of a story which to him was perfectly shocking. To 
a representative of this paper on whom he called, 
he said that he had heard the paper was about to 
charge him with having

BThis morning General Fullerton was seen again, but 
he had become reticent over night, and he declined 
to detail his conversation with either Judge Terry 
or Mr. S:evin on the subject of the sale of stock. 

“If the Post-Dispatcn has any stories affecting 
me in connection with the water gas bill,“ said he, 
“I would like to have an opportunity to go and 
face the men that teli them. There was absolutely 
nothing in aay transaction that I have figured in 
that reflects in any manner upon the honesty of 
myself or the other gentlemen.” 

“But, if the transaction was a perfectly honora- 
ble one, would it not better ssrve the interests of 
all parties to state it to the public, and let the peopie 
see for themselves how little foundation there is for 
those scandalous rumors?” 

“Well, I prefer not to have anything said at all. 
I know where all this comes from. This dirty attack 
is being made upon me because of an old 
matter. Some time ago I discovered 
the details of an infamous __ railroad 
job that was put through the House of Delegates by 
a corrupt ring which controls things there, and 
they are now trying to throw mud over me by way 
of retaliation." 

“Will you state, General, where it was that you 
met Mr. Slevin to talk about the sale of the 700 
shares of stock!“ 

“I don't remember exactly whether it was at bis 


once or elsewhere. I don't see that that affair has 


any interest for the public.” 

“But if the public hears that there is a charge 
that 700 shares of stock were to pass between you 
and Mr. Slevin, jnst about the time the water gas 
bill was coming up for consideration, do you 
think the people will be satisfied with 
your mere denial that there was anything 
other thana straight business transaction in it? 
Don't you think they will probably construe your 
refusal to give the details of that affair, as against 
vou!“

the subject discussed in print.” 

Gen. Fullerton left the office,and the Post-DupatTom 
reporter proceeded directly to the office of Mr. 
Slevin on Pine street, sending a request to Judge 
Terry, meanwhile, to be thereif possible. 

BOTH GENTLEMEN WERE ON HAND, 
and they were requested to make a statement con- 
cerning the facts touched upon in the above nar- 
rative of General Fullerton. 

“I regret exceedingly,’ said Judge Terry, “that 
anything has occurred to precipi- 
tate this matter upon the public, 
because we cannot afford to be made victims 
by Mr. Fullerton, and yet in their self-defense, we 
will have to tell facts that will ruin the reputation 
of men who are honored in the commun- 
ity. Some of these gentlemen are personal friends 
of mine, and I wou!d consider a full exposure of all 
the facts in this case as a great calamity.”

FOREIGN NOTES. 


The past week in England was more productive 
of excitement than of really exciting events. The 
focal point of interest had been transferred from 
Africa to Asia, from the Soudan to Afghanistan, 
from the movements of El Mahdi and General 
Wolseley to the advance of the Russian outposts 
and the result of Sir Peter Lumsden's boundary 
commission. The manner, more than the matter, 
of Mr. Gladstone’s remarks in Parliament indi- 
cated that the situation was more serious than the 
public on either side of the ocean had anticipated; 
that the relations between the two Governments 
were not only—to use the diplomatic term— 
“strained,” but that the straining process had 
reached a pitch where a very slight increase of 
tension would precipitate a break which must 
require something stronger than words to heal. At 
last accounts the Russians had pushed their 
pickets, if not actually into Afghan territory, at 
least so near the frontier that a few hours’ march 
would carry them over. The excuse offered, in 
reply to England's demand for explanation, was 
that the advance was merely precautionary, in 
view of a possible war with Afghanistan on account 
of the latter claiming more territory than belongs 
to it. This excuse, which nobody pretends to 
accept, is accompanied by the deciaration— which 
nobody pretends to believe—that Russia has no 
designs whatever upon Afghanistan proper, much 
less upon India. As the same declaration was 
made just before the seizure of Khiva and of 
Merv, and as Russia is steadily going forward in 
Central Asia, never retreating or halting, the 
inevitable conclusion is that she intends aow to go 
just as far as she can—and thinks the opportunity 
favorable for a permanent lodgment in the country 
which is conceded to be the strongest, indeed the 
only, bulwark of the Indian Empire in that 
direction. 

There is no doubt that this latest development of 
Russian aggressive policy isthe indirect result of 
English reverses in the Soudan; that the Czar and 
his ministers assume that England, having her 
hands so fuil of other business, cannot offer any 
effective resistance to Russia in Asia. They are 
mistaken. India is the apple of England's eye. 
She will abandon the Soudan, abandon 
Egypt, too. if necegsary, spend her last shilling and 
her last soldier, if need be, rather than let any for- 
eign power come within skirmishing distance of her 
Indian possessions. For centuries Herat has been 
rightly called the Key of India.” Russia is reach- 
ing for that key, but if she gets it will have to fight 
for it. English public sentiment, however divided 
on other matters, is solidly united on these propo- 
sitions: that the invasion of Afghanistan by Rus- 
sia is sufficient cause for war; that is must be re- 
sisted to the death, regardless of the drain upon 
English treasure and English blood—iu short, that 
Russia must be kept where she is at all hazards and 
any cost. 

The Gladstone Government, by giving prompt and 
practical expression to this unanimous sentiment, 
has partially regained its popularity, and there is 
small danger of another motion of censure in the 
near future. Such being the attitude of England, 
it is not likely that Russia will force the issue into 
open war. The probabilities are that the present 
crisis will be tided over somehow: but if England is 
wise she will improve this crisis and avoid a repeti- 
tion of it by occupying Herat with the least possi- 
ble delay, “The Key of India” in her pocket, she 
can afford to let Russia knock loud and long at the 
door, 

As has been intimated, affairs in the Soudan just 
now are of no special importance. The British 
forces upon the Nile are concentrated at Korti, and 
a detachment of the Guards have been sent to Don- 
cola; which will be, it is said, the summer head- 
quarters of the whole army. The heat in the des- 
ert is already intolerable to Europeans, diseases pe- 
cullar to the season and the country are swelling 
the mortality lists, and it is feared that large per- 
centage of the troops will succumb to an enemy far 
more to be dreaded than the Arabs. If EI Mandi 
should inaugurate a vigorous summer catapaign, 
the result to the invaders could scarcely fall of be- 
ing disastrous, if mot absolutely destructive In

The Places That Knew Him In- 
timately When Fame 
Did Not. 


Humble Landmarks That Have a 
Place in National History. 


che House Where Ulysses Was 
Married, as It Looks To-Day.

Numerous Scenes of the Great Gen- 
eral's Struggle for a Living That Was 
Hard to Get—Facts Which, Though 
Old in Years, Are New to the Present 
Generation of St. Louisaus. 


Whenever any news affecting Gen. U. S. Grant is 
printed, the mind of the old St. Louisan uncon- 
sciously begins to delve among the bygones for a 
reminiscence of the period, nearly forty years ago, 
when the great mau was a familiar and insignifi- 
cant figure on our pubiic streets. Having been his 
neighbor before Fortune and Fanie discovered him, 
and having seen him fight for a living with as much 
geal, asmany vicissitudes and not nearly as much 
success as afterward charactertzed his fight for the 
Union, our old residents feel a sort of proprietary 
interest in him. Their reminiscences, when dragged 
out of their intellectual lumber- rooms. and tinkered 
into narrative form, are frequently more creditable 
to their imaginations than to their veracjty, but in- 
asmuch as they are usually of a perfectly harmiess 
and entertaining character, there is seldom occa- 
sion to analyze or traverse them, These anecdotes, 
if compiled, would make quite a readable book of 
themselves, but are rather too voluminous for 
pewspaper uses. There are, however, several 
buildings that have grown to the dignity of land- 
marks with which the name of the silent man is 
very familiarly associated, and it is with tbem that 
tis article is desicned to deal. The happiest days 
and the darkest days in the long life of General 
Grant were spent here, and the buildings in ques- 
tion represent these two extreme phases, 

To people who ride on the Fourth street cars few 
structures are more familiar than a pair of dwell- 
ings which front on that thoroughfare at the south- 
west corner of its intersection with Cerre. Their 
front wall, instead of continuing the line of the 
neighboring structures, makes a slightly oblique 

angle therewith, as though to modify the abrupt 
pess of the turn into Cerre street.

Hal ERL GRANT WAS MARRIED. 
In the corner house the ceremony took place 
which made the beautiful Miss Dent of St. Louis 
the life partner of the then gay young Lieutenant, 
U. 8. Grant, of the regular army. Lieutenant 
Grantand Fred Dent had become friends in the 
military school at West Point, and when young 
Dent invited his chum to come with him on a visit 
to his St. Louis home, he did much toward shaping 
the destiny of Grant and possibly of the Nation. 
Thetwo young men, after Grant's visit, went to 
participate in the Mexican War, and when young 
Dent fell with a bullet in his groin while leading 
his company to a charge, Grant picked him 
up and carried him in his arms to 
a place of safety. The affection between 
the young men increased, and the affection between 
Miss Dent and her brother's friend, with whom she 
corresponded, more than kept pace with it. After 
the war, the wedding. The elite of St. Louis were 
there, the officers from the barracks attended ia 
full uniform,and it was the social event of the 
year 1848. 

The journals of that day were not given to mak- 
ing mention of social events,and the only news- 
paper reference tothe wedding that has been dis- 
covered consists of the following notice that ap- 
peated in the Republican of August 24, 1848, two 
days after it occurred: 


Married—Or the 224 inst., 1 Rev. J. H. Linn, Lieut. 
Tlysses S. Grant, U. S. A., to Miss Julia, daughter of Col. 
Dent, of St. Louis. 


There is very little now in the grimy and dilapi- 
dated exterior of the house to suggest the elegance 
that characterized it in the days when it was the 
city residence of the Dents. The lime dust and 
coal smoke of forty years have coated its walls to 
an extent that discourages renovation, and vandal 
hands have knocked the corners off the bricas and 
defaced the elaborate carvings which gave distino- 
tion to the front door. As though to emphasize its 
degradation, the following legend, tacked up 
ng nst the door frame, invites the attention of all 
Who pass.

The knobs of the 
doors are of solid brass, and perfectly smooth, as 
was the fashion when the house was built. The 
fire-place is surmounted by a wooden mantel, and 
is faced by an ornamented sheet-iron front, which 
has escaped any serious defacement or injury all 
these years. The most notable featura, however, 
is the chandelier, which is the same that lighted 
the memorable bridal festival. It isa very unique 
affair in bronze, with three burners and three sup- 
porting rods, between which latter is a handsome 
knightly figure. The wonder is, tbat such a sou- 
venir as this has remained safely through all the 
mutations to which the bouse has been sub-

A blacksnake whip made him 
complete. Somehow or other he didn't get along 
very well, and he complained because he could find 
nothing to do by which he could earn adiving. He 
was in no desperate strait, because his father-in-law 
was quite well to do, but his pride stood in the way 
of accepting any more assistance than was absolute- 
ly necessary. Finally he learned that the Opunty 
Court was about to appoint a new County Surveyor, 
and, being quite an expert civil engineer, he wrote 
an application for the position, 
was Col. E. C. Salomon, and as Grant was not pos- 
sessed of any very prepossessing appearance, or of 
any of the “inflooencs”’ which was as essential then as 
now, his application was rejected.

history lived there with his family when he 
had almost reached the prime of life. In those days, 
moreover, the house was not nearly so large as it is 
now, but consisted only ofa single room on each 
floor. Tue front door is reached by a few stone 
steps now, but before the street was graded the 
ground was almost level with the door sill. The 
caller's knock is answered by Mrs. Adolph Weckler. 
who,with her husband,has lived in the home-like lit- 
tle place for twelvs years. The interior of the front 
or main room is, she says,exactlv the san as it was 
wien the Grants lived there, so far- as its general 
appointments are concerned. The front door opens 
rigut into the room, whose ceiling is so low as to ad- 
monish a tall man toduck a little. In the corner

farthest from the front entrancea flight of stairs 
leads up to the second, or garret floor, the narrow 
stairway being cut off from view by a door just be- 


fore it makes a very promiscuous sort of a right 


angle to accommodate itself to the narrow space 
alloted it. The stairway gives opportunity for a 
snug closet underneath, whose squatty little door 


is visible in the accompanying sketch. At 
the end of the cioset the wall 
elbows of to the east a little and 


then makes room fora blind fire place. after which 
there is still another elbow. The entire room ap- 
pears to be hardly more than twelve feet square, 
but with its present tasty appointments, is a very 
inviting apartment. Clambering up the stairs at 
some risk of limb, one sees a funny little room sug- 
gestive of a play-house, whose walls, beginning at a 
height of four feet from the floor, slant inward 
from front and back till they come within a few 
feet of meeting at the narrow ceiling. One could 
not help thinking whata nice place that would be 
in which to read or dream or play when the rain is 
beating on the roof. The two small windows in the 
front wall of the room are still guarded by the same 
diminutive railing that served in other years to pre- 
veut Miss Nellie Grant from taking a header out 
into the country road. 


THE WATER FONT. 

Along the east side of the house a porch extends, 
with a well and well-curb situated at its north end. 
At one time this well-curb was inclosed by a small 
kitchen structure, but this was probably after the 
Grants left the place. The curb and windlass is 
the same that served to draw the water supply for the 
uses of the Grant family, and there is an antique air 
about the contrivance which is very interesting— 
even to the deep groove that has been worn in the 
upper margin of the hard-wood front by friction 
with the old oaken bucket. There is no good rea- 
son to doubt that that venerable oid windlass crank 
has many a time and oft slipped out of General 
Grant's hand, and rapped him on the head as cranks 
will do, if the bucket happens to get the drop on the 
operator. The well appears to be deep, and is 
walled in with rough stones. Near it isa rustic 
bench with squat legs, after the forefathers’ style of 
garden architecture, and at the end of the bench

the cellar opens hospitably, and almost vertically, 
with a flap like the cover of a book. From this it is 
inferred that General Grant, when he wanted to 
draw supplies from his wine bins, was enabled to 
do so without compromising his dignity, and did 
not have to scrape himself down through a trap 
like folks that have cellars do now-a-days. 

Taken all in all, this house is altogether the most 


interesting relic we bave of the days when Grant 


was a St. Louisan. 
About the time he took up his residence in this

The Style of the firm was 
Grant & Boggs, and their office was on the north 
side of Pine street, just east. of Third. where the 
oe Gay building stands.

An army officer is not a good collector as a rile, 
and Grant was an exceptionally bad one, because 
of his soft-heartedness, his disposition being to 
forego his commissions whenever a renter appeared 
to be in distress. The firm did not prosper, and the 
little office room closed up. He lived 
tor some time longer on the farm, and then deter- 
mised to go over to Galena, where his father as, 
and assist inthe management of the old ge le 
map S$ tannery. He could not take slaves into 
Illipois, so he and his wife gave their four human 
chattels to John F. Long, aad moved the balance of 
thelr belongings over to the Sucker, State in 1857. 
Soon afterward the war broke out,and Grant was not 
long in discovering that there was at least one way 
in which hecould earn a living, and earn it

Retail Prices of Sundry Supplies That 
, Cheer the Inner Man. 

The scenes at Union Market this morning was full 
of apimation, the weather having influenced a great 
many housewives to purchase their Sunday sup- 
pigs down town, where they would havea greater 
vatiety to choose from. Trade, in general, has 
been better at th: market this week than during 
the week preceding, tough some of the dealers, 
especially the butchers. report that business in 
their line has made no advance. The butter dealers 
report that the quality of butter has greatly im- 
proved, and that plenty of it is coming in to the 
market Businessin this department during the 
past week has been satisfactory. In the vegetable 
market the supply is limited, but if the present 
fine-weather continues, the farmers will no - doubt 
be bringing in any amount of early spring vege- 
tables in about two weeks. The vegetables now in 
the market are nearly all imported. The latest 
addftion is strawberries, but as they are selling at 
50% @ pint, they will hardly be found on any but 
bank presidents’ and members of the House of 
Delegates’ tables tor some time to come. In the 
game market the prices have undergone consider- 
able change during the past week, and several 
additions have also been made, among them being:

A Refined Woman and Her Daughter With 
a Penchant for Swindling—The Beautiful 
Sharper’s Latest Exploits in New York— 
Charges Against a Minister.

New Tonk. March 14.—When a tall, slender, 
graceful blonde wrote the name “Mrs. E. L. Hud- 
son,“ at the Coleman House, on the 7th inst., land- 
lord Rogers was not long in finding out he had a 
very fastidious guest.

She nada 
love of display and luxury. Her husband remon- 
strated with ber upon her extravagance and her 
doubtful ways of procuring money, but she paid no 
heed to him, and wnen be died, June 28, 1875, the 
neigiubors said his wife had broken his heart. She 
lost little time in mourning, but in 1876 left Medway
